IRISH AFFAIRS. 


Legalising the Free State. - 


( Reuter’s Service.) 


London, February 16. 

In the House of Commons, fir. Churchill moved the second 
reading of tho Irish Free State Bill. He emphasised the urgency of 
legalising the powers of the Provisional Goveroment, eoabling it to 
bold an election at the earlicet moment. The present position, with 
tweo wielding power without legal suthority, was an anomaly un- 
precedented in the history of the Empire—(ironical Unionist cheers} 
It was most desirable thet the Irish people at an election should. 
definitely reject the idea of a Republic sod secure an adequate Con- 
stitnent Assembly representing future hope, not past hate, as the 

_ present Parliament did. Any delay in the passage of the Bill would 
‘mean further anarohy and bloodsheds : 

Mr. Churchill hoped that, deapite the inhuman passions ex- 
er.plified at Belfast, the heads of the two Irish Governments would. 
meet shortly. *ho Irish Partiament would possibly frame a Con- 
stitution in May or June, after which the Imwperiat Parliament would 
pass confirmatory legislation. The next step was Dlater’s con- 
sideration of the Constituti¢n before exercising her option to enter 
the Free State, There was a difference regarding the date of 
exercise of option, but the Irish Ministers did not insist on their 
interpretation of the Treaty on that point. Nevertheless, it was 
uolikely that the Boundary Commission ‘would begin work before 
August and a settlement of boundaries was unlikely before October. 
The recent discussion between Sir James Craig and Mr. Collins on 
the boundary question was obviously premsture, but 3fr. Churchill 
denied that agreement had broken dewn. There had been a bad set- 
back, but the situstion was being repaired and restored. 

Captain Charles Ceri moved an Ulsterite amendment declin- 
ing to proceed with the Bill until the provision for establishing a 
Bovudary Commission, which is a violation af the rights of Ulstar, 
is eliminated or the decision of the Commission made aubject to the 
approval of Northern Parliament. He declared that if the Com- 
mission made snything more then the minutes: changes, bloodshed 
ard cbacs would be inevitable. . : 

Mr. D.D. Reid seconded. ‘The subsequent debate revealed no 
change inthe attitude of parties towards the Treaty since its 
ratification. . , 

The Attorney General, who avoided attempting to throw light

Mr. Balfour replied 
emphasising the incalculable debt of gratitude due to the United 
Statea Government for its action throughout the negotiations, which 
had not merely settled the land problems of the Far East, the naval 
problems of the Pacific, and the question of the naval disarmament 
of Europe, but had transformed international relations.

The Policé Take Action.. 


Following recent complaints 
voiced by the Telegriph agains! 
the obstruction cansed on the 
pavement outside the Chartered 
Bank and Nethetlands Trading 
Society premises. by Chinese, 
mocstly of the type that 
speculate in exchsnge. -ths 
Police have taken action. A 
case wis heared by Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell this morning when 
Chinese broker was charged with 
obstructing the, pavement and 
with refosing to obey. the lawful 
orders of a constable when the 
latter requested him to’ “move 
on” 
| The case was in charge of tho 
Captain Superintendent of Police 
(Mr. E. D.C. Wolfe) who said 
that it was the result of com- 
plaints received from private 
individuals and also those which 
had appeared in the Presa. He 
had instructed the Traffic 
Inspector, Mr. Garrod, to go down 
and warn those people that thay 
wers not allowed to obstruct the 
pavementin question. The officer 
warned them on three separate 
occasions’ . this morning to 
disperse, but the defaodant was 
obdurate. This matter 
obstruction cf the pavement in 
question was of long statding, 
and he (Mr. Wolfe) had bad 
occasion.to write recently to the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
as to how the matter stood 
in its relation to his Department, 
The Secretary did waro those 
Chinese, and it was.only recently 
thatthe obstruction of the pave- 
ment again became acute, It 
was quite impossible fora pedes- 
{rian to use the pevement, the 
obstructors lined it from the 


‘Mercentile Bank to the Chartered 
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| Bank, ard he had to move into 
the roadway to continue his 
jovrney. . 
That it was with difficulty that 
the Traffic Inspector carried out 
his instructions was indicated to 
the Magistrate when that officer 
stated that as scon as he ordered 
the Chinese to move from one 
spot they congregated in another.

DEATH OF A FAMOUS 
PROFESSOR. 


Dr. Sims Woodhead, Who 
Saved Army from Poisoned 
Water. 


One ofthe best-known figures 
in the university life of the coun- 
try, Sir German Sims Woodhead, 
professor of pathology st Cam- 
bridge, has died suddenly ast 
Scampton, near Lincolo, aged 
sixty-six. 

He bad been’ spending part of 
his Christmas vacation with 
friends. . 


Professor Woodhead, who was 
the son of a former Huddersfield 
newapaper proprietor, came prom- 
inently before the public in the 
days ofthe old Education Act 
disputes. Ho was é leader of the 
passive resisters in Cambridge, 
and soffereddistraint for the non- 
payment of rates. , 

During the warhe was inxpactor 
of laboratories in the . military 
hospitals of the United Kingdom, 
and adviser in pstholozy to the 
War Office. 7 

He was mainly responsible. for 
the invention of the chlorination 
of water supplied to the troops on 
active service to prevent possible 
poisoning.

Act, be admitted to the 
corporation, shall be determined 
by the Conncil. -

ation which ‘shall contribute to

(6) In the first instance, the

LESSONS OF THE STRIKE. 


It was generally expected that.to-day would witness 
definite news regarding the end of the seamen’s strike, and 
as it has been in progress for five weeks one cannot help 
the'reflection that it is high time the dispute was settled. 
That it might have been settled long ago and with very 
little loss to either side is undoubtedly true. and the lesson 

_has again been taught that strikes are bad and-have 
injurious repercussions on all concerned with them. The 
Strike weapon .is the last resort of labour to get what it 
feels_ontitled_to-aad—ou—the_part-of-emploversit-is-a 
development which should be avoided at ail reasonable 
costs.. No-one benefits by allowing labour disputes to be 
driven to such a climax. andin the dispute by which all 
Hongkong has been affected that bas been amply proved. 

Zt would be somewhat foolish to try to discover on 
whom rested the blame for the present strike and also its 
prolongation if the public had not ‘been seriously incon- 
venienced and penalised, but when such a wholesale dis-, 
location of the Colony’s business as has been witnessed for 
these past five weeks is borne in mind. the public has a 
right toask why it need have suffered. In the first place, 
the shipowners were very mich at fault io ignoring the 
letters of the Seamen’s-Untos. Had notice been taken of 
the first requests, all that has followed might never have 
occurred. [t. is time that emplovers of labour in the 
East learned that the day when they could over-ride 

requests "by their native stafis has gone. Labour in 
South China and Hongkong is highly organised, just 
the same as it is at Flore. and we shall have to get used 
to the idea of treating with Unions and -(suilds instead 
of with the men-individually. This strike has brought 
that lesson out verv clearly. But the seamen's officials 
are by no roeaus free from blame themselves. When the 
employers offered certain. increases and promised 
arbitration on any outstanding points, the men's leaders 
should have accepted, because that offer was just and 
reasonable. At any rate they have had to come baek to 
that point now—nearly five weeks afterwards, They haye 
gained nothing by trying to gain too much: in Fact, they 
have lost a great deal. ‘Their fellow countrytmen in Hong- 
kong and Canton have-a right to ask why they did not 
accept the offer when it was made. and that is a difficult 
question to answer. ., ar 

But, perhaps, the greatest lesson to come out of the 
strike is the one which has heen taught to labour leaders. 
for it_has been shown thern that whilst they are free to 
organise. labour for labour's benefit they ate not free to 


injure thepublic weal by the indiscriminate exploitation 
of the gullibility of their fellow countrymen. So soon as 
the seamen went beyond the point of withholding their 
own labour, and so soon as they tried to. paralyse essential 
public services by intimidation and other means, they came 
in conflict with the Governniest and had to be
